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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 28-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on April 24, 
2007. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of invention group I, drawn to method of treatment of 
solid organ transplant rejection, graft v host disease in the reply filed on April 24, 2007 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that inventions groups I-IIV use the same 
compounds and search of all the invention would not be an undue burden. This is not found 
persuasive because the several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the 
other, as they are directed to treating diseases with distinct etiologies and symptoms, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art of treating as a separate subject matter for inventive effect 
and require independent searches. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. The elected CCR5 antagonist compound is found allowable. 

4. The claims have been examined insofar as they read on elected invention. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 7, 8 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C. 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 2-6, 15-20, 22, 25 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. Claims 6, 15, 20 and 27 recite "R2 is R9, RIO, Rl 1 -phenyl; R9, RIO, Rl 1-pyridyl or N- 
oxide thereof, or R9, RIO, Rl 1-pyrimidyl" It is unclear if the R2 is R9, RIO or Rl 1-phenyl (or 
heteroaryl, heteroary N-oxide etc.) or a phenyl (or heteroaryl, heteroary N-oxide etc.) substituted 
with R9, RIO and Rl 1. The claims are indefinite as to what is the R2. 

9. Claim 22 is confusing in that it defines R2 as phenyl, or pyridyl, or pyrimidyl. But claim 
22 is dependent on claim 21 wherein R2 is defined as substituted phenyl, pyridyl, or pyrimidyl.
